COVID-19 Qutcomes



Incident cases are highest for Latinx and White, non-Latinx.

COVID-19 Hospital Admissions, by Race/Ethnicity,
rolling 7-day average, first known hospital admit date
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Hospitalizations are reported to CDPH by hospitals into I-NEDSS and ESSENCE and self-reported by patients via an online survey. Daily counts for most recent dates displayed
are likely incomplete. Cases who are not indicated to have been hospitalized across any of the three data sources are assumed to not have been hospitalized. Six records with
hospital admit dates from January and February 2020 are excluded from this chart. Peak daily admissions based on rolling 7-day average.
